At ft meeting of tho common council 


hold October 2G, 18V), Councilman H. 
A. Road, chairman of tho street com- 
initteo, introduced a n&olulkm to have 
tho city purchase a Mieoi Mueper, de- 
feribsd as "a four whet-!, hvo-horro 
bweeper, with ono exha broorn." The 
matter was discussed pro and con and it 
was unanimously favored, it being con- 
sidered an absolute neeepsity, especially 
upon tho asphalt pavement, and the 
resolution was adopted. The street 
sweeper question came up again at tho 
meeting of November 2Gth, when propo 
s«ls were read. The council again on 
December 26th, heard a proposition sub- 
mitted by E. L. Luthrop, to bring a 
sv.veper to Fort Wayne for trial and if 
it was satisfactory the city should pur- 
chate it for 8450. The proposition was 
accepted. The time passed, months 
slipped by, and April 8th, Lathrop, in a 
comuuication to the council, informed 
the body that his fit m could not furnish a 
sweeper for some time longer. On June 
21th, tLo street committee reported as 
follows: 


"Tho city is in need of a street 


sweeper and 
cannot 
afford to wait 


longer. We recommend tho purchase 
of a Chapman-O'Neil sweeper, manufac- 
tured in Now York City, and for which 
tho company enters a bid of §450." The 
report was concurred in. 


Councilman P. J. Sheid was not sat- 


isfied that this was enough, so at the 
same meeting he introduced a resolu- 
tion recommending that tho chairman 
on streets bo given the power to order 
tho Chapman-O'Xeil sweeper. 
This 


was referred to the committee on streets 
with power to act. They never acted. 


This is in explanation to tho many 


inquiries that aie made in relation to 
the street sweeper which was ordered to 
bo purchased, but which never materi- 
alized. The street commissioner com- 
municated to tho councill at a later 
meeting, urging the speedy purchase of 
the machine because there was not only 
great need of it, but that the expense of 
keeping the streets clean would bo great- 
ly lessened by its use, Tho matter 
rests with the 
chairma'i 
of 
the 


sheet committee, who for some reason 
does not act, Tho matter as it now 
stands inspires considerable criticism, 
fur much more money has been ex- 
pended for cleaning streets than the 
sweeper would cost. The Wayne street 
asphslfc pavement alone has cost the 
city §23 a week, for cleaning, since 
February, and men are etDL employed 
daily to sweep this pavement with 
brooms. Tho bireet commissioner ap- 
pealed to tho mayor and the mayor 
urged upon Chairman Michaels, of the 
street committee to act, Unless some- 
thing is done soon the council will again 
take up the matter.

mitted by E. L. Liithrop, to bring a 
sweeper to Fort Wayne for trial and if 
twos satisfactory the city aboold pur- 
Jiase it for $150, The proposition was 
locepted. The time passed, months 
lipped by, and April 8Ui, Lathrop, in H 
omnuicution to the council, informed 
he body that his firm could not furnish a 
weeper for some time longer. On June 
Mtb, tho street committee reported as 
ollows: 


"The city is in need of a street 


weeper and cannot afford to wait 
onger. We recommend tho purchase 
of a Cnaprnan-O'Neil sweeper, manufac- 
tured in New Tork City, and for wbioh 
he company enters a bid of 8150." The 
report was concurred in. 


Councilman P. J. SLeid was not sat- 


sfied that this woo enough, so at the 
same meeting he introduced a resolu- 
tion recommending that the chairman 
on streets bo given tho power to order 
tbo Chapman-O'Ni'il sweeper. 
This 


was referred to tho oommitteo on streets 
with power to act. TUt-y never acted. 


This is in explanation to the many 


inquiries that are made in relation to 
iho Btreot sweeper which was ordered to 
bo purchased, but which never materi- 
alized. Thu struct oomnusinouer oom- 
inomoatcd to the council! at a later 
meeting, urging tho speedy purchase of 
iio machine because there was not only 
jroat need of it, but that the ezpemse of 
iceping the streets cloan would bo great- 
ly lessoned by its use. The matter 
rests with tho 
cliatrma-i 
of the 


street committee, who for some reason 
does not act. Tho matter as it now 
stands inspires coimidurablo critiotom, 
for much more money has boon ex- 
pcmlod fur dunning streets than the 
sweeper would cost. Tho Wayne street 
asphalt pavement alotio has cost tho 
city J*ii3 a wook, for cleaning, since 
February, and men tiro still employed 
daily to sweep this pavement with 
brooms. Tho street oonuniuauoner ap- 
pealed to tbo mayor and the mayor 
urged npon Chairman Minbaeln. of the 
street oommitteo to act. Unless some- 
thing Is done soon tho council will again 
take np the matter.
